Rough 
Work of Dairying. 
If there is any branch of farm work 
more than another to which women 
eon apply themselves with beneficial 
effect and without detriment to their 
natural qualities it is to dairying. 
From very early times the dairy has 
been looked upon as belonging to the 
domain of women’s work, and, though. 
as is proper, the rougher duties of 
tending and milking the rows are gen­ 
erally In this country undertaken by 
men. women ar** invariably supreme 
in the handling of the produce that 
passes through tin* dairy on Its way 
to the table. 
From the force of cir­ 
cumstances women take an even more 
prominent part In the work of the 
dairy in Canada than in our own 
country. 
Not only are the indoor du­ 
ties mostly performed by the female 
members of the household, but be­ 
cause of the scarcity of and the high 
wages commanded by male laborers 


to the category of out of door work. 
The illustration conveys some idea of 
the active part which women take 
in the dairy work of Canada, and 
the remarkable development of dairy­ 
ing, and especially cheesemaking, in 
the Dominion testifies to the efficiency 
of their efforts in this sphere of use­ 
fulness and affords convincing proof 
of the fitness of women to engage 
with profit to themselves and benefit 
to the nation in the general work of 
the dairy. 


Here’s a Way to Save. 
American housewives are slow to 
learn that the tomato paste found at 
Italian groceries is an economy in 
cooking whenever tomato sauce or 
flavoring is wanted. A ten cent can of 
paste contains many times its bulk in 
the whole vegetable since the water 
is evaporate*! from It. A family which 
depends upon the paste for everything 
that calls for tomatoes, excepting the 
real vegetable flavoring, cooks maca­ 
roni In this way: The macaroni is first 
boiled tender in salted water. Then It 
Is put Into the upper part of a double 
boller with a cupful or so of bolling 
water, a teaspoonful of tomato paste. 
a finely minced Spanish sweet pepper 
and a little curry powder and cooked 
nearly half an hour. Parmesan cheese 
In a separate dish is served with It. 
Another way is to make a tomato 
sauce in the usual way and add to It 
minced greeu or Spanish red peppers 
and turn it over the macaroni.

Phil. iii. or more fully by putting those 
three records together. Tbs verses as 
signed tis for today’s study are rather 
a resume of his sufferings, with ape 
cia! reference to his boing stoned to 
death at Lystra aud his marvelous ex 
perience at that time. 
With such a 
record us that in chapter xi. 23*28. who 
is there today who has anything that 
can begiu to compare with it in the 
m atter of suffering for Christ’s sake? 
At the titne of his conversion the I >>rd 
said to Ananias, “ I will shew him how 
great things he must suffer for my 
sake” (Acts iv. 1(5). and this seems In 
our eyes as if lie had filled the hill 
quite fully. 
Let us understand a lit­ 
tle more fully the service *>f suffering 
as set forth in Rom. v. 3: Phil. i. 29: 
Col. 1. 24; Rev. ii. IO. and elsewhere. 
It is made unmistakably plain that by 
the suffering of Christ in our stead. 
as our sin hearer, all who receive Him 
are made meet to be partakers of the 
Inheritance, having in Ulm redemption 
through His blood, the forgiveness of 
sins (Col. 1. 12-14). 
There Is. however, another phase of 
the suffering question In Heb. ll. IO. 
where It speaks of bringing us to Ills 
glory and of Ulm as the captain of 
our 
salvation 
being 
made 
perfect 
through sufferings 
Ile is our high 
priest, who can be touched with the 
feeling of our Infirmities, for He was 
in all points tempted like as we are 
(Heb. Iv. 
15). 
Now. since by His 
atonement He bas made us kings and 
priests unto God. having washed ua 
from our slot In His own blood, and 
we are to reign with n im on the 
earth (Rev. I, 5, 6; v, IO), we must re­ 
member that to be fitted to reign with 
Him we must suffer with Him CH 


Tim. ti. 12). by His atonement made 
fit for bls presence, but by our suffer­ 
ing with Him here as His redeemed 
ones made fit to fill the place in His 
kingdom which He Is preparing for us 
while Ile prepares us for It: hence we 
hare a little light on the great mystery 
of the believer’s sufferings as seen 
everywhere in greater or less degree 
lf by Ills grace we are patient under 
All our trials we are winning for our­ 
selves a so c ia l crown the crown of 
life (Jus. i. 12: Rev. ii, ‘jo*, which we 
shall have to cast at Ills feet in that 
day. 
And not only so. but the power 
of (’brist is seen upon us to His glory, 
the patience under trial as it coaid not 
otherwise In* seen. 
Paul therefore 
says. “ Most gladly will I glory In my 
Infirmities that the paver of Christ 
may rest upon Ute’* (xii. 9) 
This is 
something like Phil. 1.20. where he says. 
“Christ shall be magnified In my body. 
whether It be by life or by death." 
While Paul had unusual fellowship 
in suffering, he had also some unusual 
revelations. 
Not only was his con 
version unique, but the various maul 
festatlons of th** Lord to him after­ 
ward were very remark ohio, us was 
also the revelation of “the mystery" of 
which he so often speaks. 
Ile tells us 
that, lest the abundance of the reve­ 
lations should unduly exalt him. there 
was given him a thorn in the flesh, the 
messenger of Satan, to buffet him. 
Ile 
tells us that he asked the Lord three 
times to deliver him from it, but the 
answer was. “My grace is sufficient 
for thee. for my strength Is made per­ 
fect in weakness” (verse 9). 
I do not 
know how we can be quite sure as to 
what this thoro in the flesh was till 
P uut himself shall some day tell us 
lf it is best for us to know. Some one 
has said that we are not told what 
it was in order that if any oue has a 
thorn in the flesh he may find a bit 
of comfort lu supposing that that was 
Just what Paul had.

Ten Indictments Returned by Federal 


Grand Jury on “ Bankera’ Day.” 
Indianaiiolis. Nov. 19.-—The federal 
grand jury has returned indictments 
against eight former employes of na­ 
tional banks in Indiana and others al­ 
leged to have been associated with 
them in embezzlement. 
The ten in­ 
dicted 
are 
Max 
Emmerich, former 
bookkeeper of th** Capital National 
bank of this city, and in connection 
with Paul C. Gall, a well-known politi­ 
cian. and 
Harry C. Printzler, both 
charged with collusion with Em m er­ 
ich; William Marker, cashier of the 
First National bank of Tipton, and four doctors and took other kidney 
mixing a fatal dos*- to end his life, 


Washlngtkon, Nov. 19.—Some time 
ago the comptroller of the currency 
made up his mind that Phil Allen. 
Jr., vice president of the failed First 
National bank of Mineral Point, Wls., 
had come more nearly violating every 
statute in his work of looting the bank 
than any other official of a failed bank 
In the history of the comptrol tor** of­ 
fice. 
According to the reports of the re­ 
ceiver Mr. Allen, who Is now under In­ 
dictment as tho principal agent in the 
work of looting the bauk, has been 
guilty not only of the usual offenses 
against the national banking act, such 
as falsification of records, but it has 
been proved to the satisfaction of the 
receiver as shown in his report to the 
comptroller that Allen committed for 
gery and larceny. 
Allen, the receiver says, took the se­ 
curities which fanners and other con­ 
fiding persons brought to him for safe 
keeping and sold them and converted 
the proceeds to ids own use. 
He forg­ 
ed th** names of prominent citizens of 
Mineral Point and vicinity to any nun) 
her of notes, says til*1! receiver, and 
took the proceeds. 
But th** conipt rol­ 
ler of the currency was hardly pre­ 
pared to learn that Alien had forged 
tin* name of his pastor to a note for 
$2<K) which was found among tile as 
sets of the hank. 
Receiver Seotb-ld, in a report sent to 
th** treasury department, advised the 
comptroller of the currency of tin* find 
he had made and added that he* had 
decid'd the looting of th** bank ap 
peared to b** almost complete. 
The 
creditors may not receive more than 
IO per Cent on their claims. 
The 
amount of forged paper may reach the 
sum of $500,000. 
Allen was a religious worker as well 
as a hanker. 
When not engaged in 
high finance, he was p rf inning his 
duth s as an officer of tin* church and 
superintende nt of the Sunday school.

“ It is a constant sour*-© of surprise 
to me that the women who are In­ 
trusted with the running of the house | 
and in great part with the disposition 
of the funds m anage as well as they 
do, * said a business man the other 
day. 
“ In tin* average business concern 
the item of cost, for instance, is as 
vital u m utter a s that of income or re­ 
ceipts. 
Pencils a re sharpened down to J 
tine points, and pennies and fractions 
of pennies a re counted. No g reat busi­ 
ness is run without a distinct know l­ 
edge of the cost of operating exjieiises 
as welt us of the m erchandise sold. 
“ Yet a woman runs tier house aud 
buys Clothes for herself and her chil­ 
dren ail In a trust to luck sort of way 
and generally conies out pretty well iu 
the end at that. 
And It’s a wonder she 
* comes out as w’ell as she does, 
I 
“ W hy,” continued this mere man. 
who happened to bo a salesm an for a 
big wholesale grocery establishm ent. 
“a woman doesn't know w hat it means 
to calculate coat the way large m anu­ 
facturing 
concerns 
do. 
She 
never 
thinks of taking the cost of production 
into account when inlying un article. 
“ Au interesting instance Is found in 
m any canned goods. 
T he price of can 
aud label must ail enter into the price 
of the goods sold. 
“T he man who comes to us selling 
soups, for instance, will use such argil 
moots as this: 
•••our soups are condone si. 
T hat 
means the soup without 
the wuter 
which must bt* added to make it pals 
taide. 
It also m eans that we pay only 
to ship tin* soup aud not the w ater; 
that it takes sm aller caus, less solder.

'MJI these things, even to ttieam o u u t 
of ink used on the labels, have to do 
with the cost of production to us. We 
can produce for less money, we tai* 
scil for less, and so It goes.”

And lf too much were going out and 
t*m* little coinlug in he would have 
some system by which he could put
